Representatives of Religious 
Denominations Attend Conference 
of Army Chaplains 


Supervisory chaplains responsible 
for operating the Army’s religious 
program in the United States and 
overseas commands met at the Penta- 
gon January 8-10. 

Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, 
Jr., greeted the 26 chaplains called 
to the conference and representatives 
of religious denominations which 
furnish chaplains for duty with the 
Army at a luncheon on January 8. 

Problems related to personnel pro- 
curement, training and assignment 
were discussed by the supervisory 
chaplains with Chaplain (Major Gen- 
eral) Roy H. Parker, Army Chief of 
Chaplains—seen front cover—and his 
staff. 

“The religious life of an Army in- 
stallation is very similar to that of 
a civilian community,” the Chief of 
Army Chaplains (Major General) 
Roy H. Parker points out. “Sabbath 
and weekday services, Bible classes, 
Sunday Schools, organ playing and 
choir singing are all part of our pro- 
gram. Participation in religious activ- 
ities in the Army is purely voluntary. 
Our chapels are always open, and 
our chaplains are always available. 
Except in an emergency situation, the 
young men and women entering the 
Army need in no way curtail their 
church activities while in their coun- 
try’s service.” 


Chaplain Who Praised Men Facing 
Enemy Mines Killed—by Enemy 
Mine 
Sometimes even official govern- 
ment mail contains an element of 
drama. On October 15, the Office of 
the Chief of Army Chaplains in the 
Pentagon received a communication 
entitled “Diary Notes From the Chap- 
lain” from Chaplain Wendell F. Byrd, 
serving with the 13th Engineer Com- 

bat Battalion in Korea. 

“The more I see of the rest of the 
world, the more precious becomes my 
own beloved country. We have a great 

nation, one which God has blessed. 
I see some rugged times ahead of us, 
but we will meet these rugged ex- 
periences with strength and right- 
eousness... When I think of our free- 
dom of speech, press and worship, and 
of the host of educated people who are 
working to keep men free, my faith 
is increased... 

“...to me there is something fas- 
cinating about the courage of men 
who can go out through mines facing 
enemy fire on dangerous missions and 
raids, then come back to their tents 
or foxholes and stomach a good meal 
in a cheerful mood. 

On November 19, the Office of the 
Chief of Chaplains was notified of 
the death of Chaplain Byrd. He was 
reported Killed in Action by an ene- 
my mine. 





Army Chaplain in Combat Reports 
Duties Limited Only by Time and 


Energy 

Question: What does an Army chap ® 
lain do when his unit is in combat? 

Answer: The chaplain sticks with 
his unit. The following is a verbatim 
excerpt from the report of an Army 
chaplain in Korea. The name of this 
particular chaplain has not been re- 
leased because his experience is typi- 
cal of all chaplains in the combat 
zone. 

“I felt my mission during the 
month-long combat duty of the regi- 
ment was to visit the various com- 
panies daily, as possible, to be present 
to comfort the wounded and the dy- 
ing during the attacks, and to conduct 
as many services of worship as pos- 
Sible. All this I did as faithfully as 
time and energy permitted. 

“Also, I visited with near-by chap- 
lains when possible, made trips to 
hospitals and aid stations, attended 
staff meetings and briefings, consulted 
with battalion and regimental com- 
manders and staff members on vari- 
ous matters, wrote letters of sympa- 
thy and some concerning baptisms, 
etc., distributed Bibles, tracts, sta- 
tionary, etc., attended chaplains’ con- 
ference, took part in unit ceremonies 
of the battalion, and continued a 
charity project for Korean orphans.”

The millionth displaced person to 
be resettled in the free countries 
boarded an IRO (International Ref- 
ugee Organization) ship at Bremer- 
haven, Germany, on November 2. He is 
Alexander Ranezy, 47 year-old Czech- 
oslovakian refugee, who has spent the 
past six years in a displaced person’s 
camp in Austria. He and his family 
will be resettled in Midland, Texas. 


PILGRIMS VISIT MOUNT ZION 


Over 10,000 pilgrims visited Mount 
Zion during the recent celebration of 
the Jewish Feast of Tabernacles. 
High points of the celebration were 
the recital of a prayer for world peace, 
and the lighting of seventy candles 
representing the seventy nations men- 
tioned in an ancient Talmudic com- 
mentary. 


EQUAL RIGHTS FOR CHRISTIANS 
IN PAKISTAN 


The All-Pakistan Christian League 
was assured that Christians and Mos- 
lems have equal rights as citizens of 
Pakistan, in a recent convention. Pun- 
jab Rehabilitation Minister, Sheikh 
Fazl-i-Ilahi, told the group that “the 
Government is doing everything in its 
power to bring comfort and prosperity 
to the Christians who have chosen in 
its power to bring comfort and pros- 
perity to the Christians who have 
chosen to live in Pakistan after the 
partition of the India subcontinent.” 

He told the group that the “careless 
action of an officer somewhere” 
should not be misinterpreted as the 
policy of the Government. 


CATHEDRAL TO BE CONVERTED 
TO COMMUNIST USE 


St. Stephen’s Roman Catholic Ca- 
thedral in Budapest is to be converted 
into a meeting place for Communist 
youth organizations, according to the 
Vatican radio. 


EDICT TO CHRISTIAN 
MISSIONARIES 


According to a number of late cor- 
responding reports, the Chinese Com- 
munist government has issued an of- 
ficial decree ordering all American 
mission groups to stop their work in 
China at once. One report states: “The 
Communists are striving to subject to 
their will all other Chinese institu- 
tions, the school, the temple, the farm. 
Peking maintains a steady war 
against Christian missionaries, who 
are being harassed and slowly driven 
out of the country.” Former Shanghai 
official of the YMCA, Wu Yao-tsung, 
expressed Peking’s attitude on re- 
ligion: “God is truth, truth is found 
in Communism; therefore, in joining 
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Communism, a man is worshipping 
God.” 


RELIGIOUS LIBERTY IN SWEDEN 


Legislation recently adopted by the 
Parliament of Sweden greatly im- 
proves -the situation for the Free 
Churches of that country. When the 
legislation goes into effect, the mem- 
bers of Free Churches will be able to 
leave the State Church without losing 
any of their citizenship rights. The 
Free Churches in Sweden altogether 
have about half a million members 
and some 90,000 of these are Pente- 
costals, but nearly all of these retained 
their membership in the State Church 
because of legal requirements. 


CHINESE COMMUNISTS DEMAND- 
ING EXTORTION PAYMENTS 


According to the Chinese Mission- 
ary Bulletin of Hong Kong, China, the 
Chinese Communist authorities are 
demanding large sums of money from 
foreign missionaries under threats of 
severe punishment or refusal to give 
them permits to leave the country. 
One of the latest victims of this ex- 
tortion is Bishop Francis X. Jantsen, 
66-year-old French missionary and 
formerly Apostolic Administrator of 
Chungking who was previously or- 
dered expelled from the city, but now 
is being held prisoner until he pays 
the money assessed him. Catholic au- 
thorities are ignoring the Communist 
demands for money as a matter of 
policy. 

SUGGESTS MISSIONARIES PARA- 

CHUTE BEHIND IRON CURTAIN 


A “suicide missionary” who would 
parachute behind the Iron Curtain to 
turn the people of Russia away from 
war was suggested by Dr. Harold 
Gretzinger, California evangelist con- 
ducting meetings in Knox Presbyte- 
rian Church in Toronto, Canada. He 
called for a religious revival in the 
West to precede such an invasion. The 
evangelist pointed out that “John 
Wesley and his Methodist revival 
halted the French Revolution from 
bringing similar trouble in England. 
So a world revival could solve the 
Russian threat.” 


FORMOSA REVIVAL REPORTS 


The spiritual revival in Formosa has 
seen 34,300 Formosans, Nationalist 
soldiers and aboriginal people seeking 
Christ in the 12-month period ending 
October,’ 1951, according to a report 
from Youth for Christ team members 
now resident in Formosa. 

At least 10,000 of these people are 


enrolled in detailed follow-up Bible, 


study courses, according to Rev. Ells- 
worth Culver and Rev. Richard Hillis, 
YFC directors on the island. 
During the 12 months, 850,000 Gos- 
pels of John were distributed to the 


estimated 500,000 people who gath- 
ered at the services. An average of 
three and a half meetings were held 


each day of the year. 


SCRIPTURE DISTRIBUTION 


The 1951 domestic distribution of 
Bibles and portions will be the great- 
est in the history of the American 
Bible Society, according to a report 
recently released. The exact number 
was not given, but last year six mil- 
lion copies were distributed, and that 
number was exceeded in the first nine 
months of this year. The production 
program for 1952 calls for over 14 
million volumes, including 825,000 Bi- 
bles, 1,203,000 New Testaments, and 
the rest smaller portions. 

It was also reported that agents of 
the Bible Society behind the iron cur- 
tain have, in numerous cases, disap- 
peared or been arrested. “Scriptures 
for Russia in the amount of $125,000 
worth are on hand, awaiting a change 
in conditions that will permit their 
distribution in that land.”

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The Epistle to the Hebrews presents 
Christ to us as our High Priest, and 
we are told in chap. 3:1 to “CON: 
SIDER the Apostle and High Priest ot 
our profession.” The writer likens 
Christ unto Moses, speaks of Christ’s 
feithfulness ‘“‘as also Moses was faith- 
ful in all his house,” and reminds us 
that it was “for a testimony of those 
things which were to be spoken 
AFTER,” Heb. 3:5. 

From the book of Leviticus we learn 
that Moses took anointing oil and 
“sanctified” the tabernacle and all 
that was therein. With the blood of the 
bullock he purified and “sanctified” 
the altar. Then he took the anoint- 
ing oil and the blood “which was up- 
on the altar” and sprinkled it upon 
Aaron and upon his garments and 
“sanctified” them. He, in like manner, 
“sanctified” Aaron’s sons and their 
garments. (Lev. 8:10, 11, 12, 15, 30.) 

The purpose of the sacrifices and 
offerings, then, were to make recon- 
ciliation for the sins of the people. 
(Lev. 8:15.) For the same purpose “it 
behooved him (Chris‘) to be made like 
unto his brethren, that he (also) 
might be a merciful and faithful high 
priest in things pertaining to God,” 
Heb. 2:17. 

The “yearly” atonement for the sins 
of Israel, which was for their cleans- 
ing, was to be a “sabbath of rest” for 
them and an “everlasting statute” 
(Lev. 16:30, 31, 34). What this “sab- 
bath of rest” means is explained by 
the writer of Hebrews.With Christ as 
our High Priest, we are privileged to 
enter into this “rest.” It is entered into 
only by faith through the adminis- 
tration of Christ in this “priestly” of-

fice as our present High Priest. 

The regenerated man (one who has 
experienced the forgiveness of sins) 
soon learns that, though pardoned, 
his soul is yet in bondage and that he 
does not have the freedom, spiritually, 
he would like to have. There is “a law 
of sin in the members” which works 
death, and it yet holds him captive, 
which is explained in detail by Paul 
in his Epistle to the Romans (7th 
chapter); but in Hebrews 2:11, we 
learn that Christ is become our High 
Priest to “deliver them who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime 
subject to (this) bondage.” Later, in 
this Epistle to the Hebrews, it is found 
that our deliverance from this “bon- 
dage” is brought about by faith in 
Christ as our High Priest, the same 
as was. the remission of our sins when 
we believed in Him as our Redeemer. 

God has gloriously and abundant- 
ly provided, in Calvary, through 
Christ our risen Lord and High Priest, 
an atonement which makes us “com- 
plete” and “whole” in Him. He de- 
sires to deliver us from all bondage. 
We need not spend our entire life 
“subject to bondage” by the “law of 
sin” that dwells in the members (after 
conversion), for we are assured that 
“sin shall not have dominion over us,” 
and that being “made free from sin,” 
we come to be the “servants of right- 
eousness.” 

FREEDOM from this “bondage” is 
spoken of by the writer of Hebrews as 
our “rest.”’ Victory over the “old man” 
is, indeed, glorious, sweet, and pre- 
cious after this “warfare.” Rest and 
peace are made possible only through 
His precious blood. We are told to 
fear “lest a promise being left us of 
entering into this rest, any (Chris- 
tian) should seem to come short of it.” 
Israel entered NOT IN because of their 
UNBELIEF. However, the rest RE- 
MAINS. It is for us today. “There re- 


maineth therefore a rest to the 
people of God,” Heb. 4:9. 

Only Christ, as our High Priest, can 
bring us unto this “rest.” This means 
that our attempts to be righteous, re- 
gardless of how much we work at try- 
ing to do good, only end in bitter fail- 
ure. Never by our “works” or by our 
“good deeds” can we attain unto this 
righteousness which is in Christ. It is 
received only by faith in His blood. In 
entering into this ‘rest,’ we cease 
from our own works, efforts, and 
strivings to be acceptable in His sight 
and righteous within our ownselves. 
When we enter into HIS rest, we enter 
into the “sabbath,” or the “holiness” 
of our Christian experience. It is 
through sanctification that the inner 
warfare ceases. 

In this experience we understand 
the statement, “For both he that 
sanctifieth and they who are sancti- 
fied are all one, for which cause he 
is not ashamed to call us brethren.” 
We know that all the daily and yearly 
sacrifices that were made under the 
Mosaical law could never make the 
comers thereunto perfect, for if they 
could, they would have ceased. We also 
learn that “the bringing in of a better 
hope” did. Perfection (heart purity or 
holiness) did not and could not come 
through the Levitical priesthood. If so, 
we would not have need of another 
priest. ‘“‘The priesthood being changed, 
THERE IS MADE OF NECESSITY A 
CHANGE ALSO OF THE LAW,” Heb. 
7:12. Our High Priest NOW is able 
through this new priesthood and this 
new covenant, “to save them to the 
uttermost (from sin and sins) that 
come unto God by him,” Heb. 7:25. 

God’s desire is, and always has been, 
for a HOLY PEOPLE. It was His de- 
sire for Israel. It is His desire for us. 


When the high priest, once a vear@® % 


went into the Holy of Holies, it was a 
“figure of our day under grace,” and 
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it signified that “the way into the 
holiest would be. opened by Jesus 
Christ for all Christians who would be 
sanctified, and now the Holy Ghost is 
a witness unto us that this work of 
holiness or heart purity has been ac- 
complished in our hearts. 

Under the Mosaical law, “the blood 
of bulls and of goats and the ashes of 
an heifer sprinkling THE UNCLEAN 
sanctifieth to THE PURIFYING OF 
THE FLESH” (Heb. 9:13). If these 
“carnal ordinances imposed on them” 
did this much for them (purified, 
cleansed, sanctified THE FLESH, and 
this is exactly what the Word tells us 
that it did), “how much more shall 
the (precious) blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, PURGE 
YOUR CONSCIENCE FROM DEAD 
WORKS to serve the living God.” 
(Heb. 9:14.) Through this experience 
we cease from trying, by “our own 
works,” to be righteous in His sight. 
We now have our conscience 
thoroughly purged. His precious blood 
does for us what the law could never 
do, and there is therefore now no 
condemnation because the “law of the 
spirit of life in Christ Jesus” frees us 
“from the law of sin and death,” Rom. 
8:2. 

Those who despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy. “Of how much sorer 
punishment, suppose ye, shall he be 
thought worthy who hath trodden 
under foot the Son of God and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant 
wherewith he was sanctified an un- 
holy thing.” Without this holiness we 
cannot see God. God will chasten and 
will use every possible means to bring 
us into this experience. So many 
times this chastening is necessary be- 
fore we are willing to accept the good- 
ness of God, but we are to endure 
chastening, for eventually it yields 
“the peaceable FRUIT OF RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS unto them which are ex- 
ercised thereby” (Heb. 12:11). 

Jesus suffered untold agonies that 
He might sanctify the people with his 
own blood. It was outside “the gate” 
in a world that hated and despised 
Him. What agony, shame, reproach, 
pain, and terrible affliction He bore 
that we might enjoy this “rest,” that 
we might have “cleansing,” and this 
freedom from the “law of sin in the 
members,” this glorious experience of 
sanctification. It seems almost in- 
credible that anyone would discount 
this experience, especially anyone who 
professes or desires to possess the 
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POWER of Pentecost. Regeneration 
brings pardon; sanctification brings 
purity; Christ’s baptism brings power. 
We are told to suffer for this truth 
(yes, and all other truths). Therefore, 
let us bear His reproach—if reproach 
it need be—and, as Moses, esteem it 
“greater riches” than all the treasures 
the world has to offer. The recom- 
pense of reward (a pure heart, a good 
conscience) here in this life and in 
the world to come eternal bliss with 
Him, more than compensates for any 
reproach attached to living a holy life. 
Jesus endured contradiction; so will 
we for this doctrine. The experience 
of sanctification for us through Christ 
as our High Priest brings to us: 
(1) Oneness with Him and each 


other. Heb. 2:11. 
(2) Deliverance from _ bondage. 
Heb. 2:15. 
(3) “Rest” for the soul. Heb. 4:3. 
(4) Perfection (heart purity). Heb. 
10:14. 
(5) A purified and cleansed 
“flesh,” Heb. 9:13. 
(6) A purged conscience. Heb. 9:14. 
(7) An entrance into the holiest 
with Him. Heb. 10:19. 
(8) The peaceful fruit of right- 
eousness. Heb. 12:11. 
(9) His holiness. Heb. 12:10. 
(10) A heart established with grace. 
Heb. 13:9. 
These are only a few of the mani- 
fold blessings from this experience of 
holiness.

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A Pastor's Experience 


... Affer a Coal Mine Explosion 


Note: Brief portions of the first part of 
this article were written in moments be- 
tween darting here and there during that 
awful eternity just after the explosion; and 
were written more or less as we experienced 
it during those hours of horror, Therefore, 
that will account for the story jumping from 
one place or thing to another so suddenly. 


December 21, 1951, 8:30 p. m. I was 
at the church where the Christmas 
program was being practiced. Every- 
one was happy; voices of laughter, 
song, and instructions rang out. The 
gala season was on, and it seemed no 
one was thinking of anything unpleas- 
ant; in fact, we were busy bagging 
candy in preparation for the treat to 
be given on Sunday morning. Every- 
thing was going so well that I thought, 
“It’s wonderful to have things mov- 
ing so systematically without a worry 
about anything.” 

I took a seat in the auditorium and 
relaxed, ready to watch the practice 
of the play. But suddenly I heard the 
telephone ring. Of course, that was 
just an ordinary occurrence, so I 
casually went to answer it. After the 
usual “hello,” a voice in grave concern 
said, “Brother Edgar, there has been 
an explosion out at Orient No. 2”— 
the largest “shaft” mine in the world. 
I asked if the extent of damage was 
known and was informed it was not. 
Being less than a month at this pas- 
torate, I was not familiar with the 
whereabouts of all the working mem- 
bers; therefore, my first question was, 
“Do we have some members in there?” 
The answer was, “Yes,” and imme- 
diately I had a sick feeling. Are they 
crushed? Are they dead? Are they 
trapped? What can I do? Where 
should I go first? These and scores of 
other questions ran through my mind 
at a rapid pace as I hurried to a wait- 
ing car in which some of my male 
members and I went to the mine. We 
rode with bated breath. Upon coming 
to the mine road that turns off the 
highway, we found it already blocked 
off, and we parked our car. Walking 
about in the biting ten above night 
air, we found that if anyone there 
knew anything he was not telling it. 
Most of the hundreds who were out 
there were just as much interested in 
finding out the story as we were. 
Finally, we saw a miner with his “pit 
hat” on and thought he must have 
been “down below,” so we walked over 
and stood behind him with the hope 
that he would say something which 
would at least give some idea of the 
damage. After what seemed to be an 
eternity of waiting, another miner 
came up and they started a conver- 
sation about the explosion. Upon be- 
ing asked if he was “below,” the first 
miner’s answer was yes. Did he see 
the extent of the damage? “Just 
enough to know it was awful,” was the 
reply. Again I felt the sick feeling as 
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I turned away wondering what the 
actual conditions were down there. 
How were my members? Were they 
hurt? Were they dead?. The miner 
had said it happened in “New Main 
North,” then I wondered where that 
was. I watched the people force their 
way into the mine entrance. They had 
loved ones in there, and it seemed 
nothing would stop them from going 
into the shaft. 

With a feeling of helplessness I 
turned away and went back to town 
where I could call on the phone, and 
tried to find out whether I had lost 
some members. However, not until 
early the next morning did I find that 
all of our members were safe. Re- 
lieved that my church had not suf- 
fered loss, I realized there were other 
people, including many pastors, who 
were affected. There were husbands, 
sons, and brothers who were lost in 
that mine (for by this time they had 
begun bringing out the dead). Mak- 
ing my way to the Junior High School, 
where they had set up a temporary 
morgue, I offered my services; also, 
at the funeral home and other places. 
I soon discovered that I helped more 
by trying to comfort the grief- 
stricken. There were wives who had 
been there ever since the news came 
of the explosion. No, they were not a 
group of illiterate, dirty-faced, ragged 
people, as many of the newspapers 
pictured. They were a people who led 
a normal life, just as you and I. The 
lobby was filled with people waiting 
for their loved ones to be brought in. 
As the ambulance unloaded, the crowd 
was parted to give room for the res- 
cue workers to come through with 
their burdens. On stretchers, covered 
with burlap, came the cold, stiff forms 
of loved ones. Hysterical women and 
sad-faced men stood hour after hour, 
just waiting, waiting. Time and again 
the door opened and an official would 
call a name, the answer to which was 
a moan from maybe a wife, who must 
go into the gym and look at the 
mangled (in many cases, burned to a 
crisp) body in an effort to identify 
him. No one could go in except those 
called for. Coffee, sandwiches, and 
cookies were served in the lobby, but 
very few people seemed to have an 
appetite; in fact, so little appetite 
that the workers tried to entice peo- 
ple to eat. I saw a miner still in his 
pit hat and his face black with coal 
dust, just out from rescue duty. He 
said, “It is the most terrible thing I 
have ever seen.” He had helped send 
up the five men found alive at the 
beginning, and they had found twen- 
ty-three dead before he came out. A 
friend of his said he was waiting for 
word about his brother-in-law. He 
told him where he was working, and 
with tears in his eyes the miner said,

“I wouldn’t wait any longer; he does 
not have a chance; that will be the 
last place they will reach.” 

In rescue work like this they lay 
the dead bodies aside and go on look- 
ing and digging for the living. An- 
other crew comes along and picks up 
the dead. These men have been trained 
in rescue work; therefore, everything 
is done systematically. I saw men, 
hardened by years of mining experi- 
ence, moved to tears when they spoke 
of men they had been close to. Every 
now and then I either saw or heard 
something that gave me a sick feeling 
again. Then it got so bad I had to go 
home and cry awhile, but soon I was 
back to see if I could help somebody. 
This time the policeman asked that 
I go in and have a look, with one of 
my members, at some unidentified 
men. As we walked through the door 
we saw stretchers lined alongside each 
other, covered with burlap. Down the 
room we went, passing one after the 
other, until we reached the end of 
the gym; then a guard took us down- 
stairs where we found the unidenti- 
fied bodies. The guard lifted the 
covers from the forms of what had 
been large men, and we shuddered at 
seeing those torn, shrunken, cooked, 
forms of miners, yes, husbands, 
brothers, and sons, but who we could 
not tell. Many of the men were blown 
to pieces. In fact, in many cases they 
were only identified by their battery 
numbers. I had read about such 
tragedies hundreds of miles away, 
but now I was a witness to the tragic 
results of a terrible mine explosion; 
and let me tell you, it is quite differ- 
ent from reading about it. Denomi- 
national or national lines make no 
difference in a time like this. You are 
filled with compassion for everybody. 

At the funeral homes, caskets were 
sitting end to end in all the available 
space, and relatives were huddled in 
groups talking in low tones, pale and 
hollow-eyed from loss of sleep and 
weeping. The morticians were busy, 
yet courteous and sympathetic. 

Time and space will not permit me 
to give a more detailed account. This 
was the most terrible thing I have 
ever seen, yet in it all the good Lord 
has been close to us. This is the third 
or fourth explosion, they tell me, in 
West Frankfort, yet this church has 
not lost a life. Will you please join us 
in prayer that we shall continue to 
have God’s protection? If anybody in 
the wide world needs your prayers, it 
is the men who go hundreds of feet 
below earth and risk their lives to 
produce coal to keep us warm and 
the many other things for which it is 
used. Christmas is passed, but many 
people here hardly realize it. You still 
meet sad faces every day, made so by 
death, death just before Christmas. 
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Rev. Isaac Henry Marks was named 
after two Baptist preachers—his 
grandfather, I.B. Lee, and one of his 
friends. He was born in Henderson 
County, Ky., May 29, 1878. His father 
died when he was six years old. His 
mother was a Christian woman and 
died in the faith. Brother Marks says, 
“IT grew up to be a bad boy. By the 
time I was fifteen years old I was 
playing in a string band and keep- 
ing very bad company. I went deep 
in sin, left my people after my mother 
died, and for a long time my people 
thought I was dead. I wandered from 
place to place. Finally I went to 
Florida and I married my present wife 
in Tampa, Fla., March 1, 1910. I con- 
tinued to live a bad life until October, 
1911, when Brother M. S. Lemons, 
Brother and Sister E. Haynes, and 
Brother Roy Miller came to Parrish, 
Fla., where we lived. They began a 
meeting at the old tabernacle. I at- 
tended three services and God con- 
victed me of my sins. I remember so 
vividly walking into the tabernacle 
one afternoon while Sister Haynes was 
playing the old organ and Brother 
Haynes was singing, “There’s not a 
friend like the lowly Jesus.’ I could 
not resist walking straight down to 
the rostrum, and Roy Miller put his 
arms around me and with tears roll- 
ing down his cheeks, said, ‘Brother, 
Jesus loves you.’ Oh, what a message! 
It touched my heart as nothing else 
ever had, and right there I said ‘yes’ 
to Jesus. I hurried home and told my 
wife Jesus had saved me. She looked 
at me a long time and said, ‘I hope 
He has.’ 

“I was saved, sanctified, and bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, baptized 
in water, joined the Church of God, 
took the Lord’s Supper and engaged 
in washing the saints’ feet all in the 
same meeting. The thing that attrac- 
ted my attention to those people was 
the love they had for each other. I had 
been a church member for eleven 
years, but I never had seen people 
who loved each other like they did.

I was packing oranges, after Jesus 
saved me, but I wanted to attend the 
afternoon service so I begged the 
packing house foreman to let me off, 
and that was the afternoon Jesus 
sanctified me. I hurried to the taber- 
nacle as quickly as I could possibly get 
there. They were praying when I 
entered the building, and I walked 
as softly as possible to the front seat 
and knelt down. The devil tried to 
make me so ashamed, but I felt Bro. 
E. E. Simmons’ big arm across my 
shoulders and his deep fervent voice 
said, ‘O Lord, you know the need of 
this heart,’ and soon I was lying flat 
on my back about ten feet from where 
I knelt. Oh, such joy and glory was 
flooding my soul!

God definitely called me to 
preach His Word, but I rebelled 
against the call and was in trouble 
most of the time. Finally, I yielded and 


conducted my first revival at a little 
place called Caxambas on the south 
end of Big Marco Island, Fla. God 
wonderfully blessed and I baptized 
thirty-seven white men and women 
and one negro boy. He was the only 
negro on the island and was reared 
by a white family. He had no name 
except “Buster.” 

I set the church in order at Water 
Edge. The first church I pastored was 
Fort Myers, Fla., being appointed by 
State Overseer W. S. Caruthers. God 
helped me there, and I built the first 
Church of God building in that town. 
I have pastored twelve churches in 
my ministerial activity. God has won- 
derfully blessed my evangelistic work 
and given to me many souls. I have 
seen numerous miraculous healings. 
I was licensed September 4, 1917, and 
ordained the same day, with John 
L. Stephens and E. L. Simmons. I 
have spent thirty-seven years as an 
active minister, having preached three 
years before being licensed. The 
hardships I have endured are nothing 
to be compared with the glory I am 
expecting to enjoy when Jesus shall 
appear. 

“Just a few words about my wife. 
She never had much to say except 
when she would preach me a little 
sermon when I would get discouraged 
(which has been my major failing). 
She has worked hard to support her- 
self and our two children when things 
were rather bad for us financially. 
She has been a real pal and helpmeet. 

“God has let His mantle of rich 
blessings fall so lovingly upon us along 
the pioneer trail as to comfort, en- 
courage, and strengthen us when the 
going was the hardest. We have not 
only worked for, in, and with the 
Church of God to help assure its prog- 
ress, but have been thrilled by seeing 
it realize wonderful success. The fu- 
ture surely holds even more rapid 
growth for the Church.”

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A CRUSADE FOR REVIVAL 
THROUGH PRAYER

Revival has never come at any time 
except the children of God have 
sought for it. The fact that we need 
revival today is well known to all. 
National figures in radio religious cir- 
cles are calling upon the people of God 
to pray as they have never prayed be- 
fore. The national and international 
situation calls for more prayer than 
ever before. The state of the church 
today calls for prayer if the church is 
to do what God intended it to do. Com- 
munism and Roman Catholicism are 
doing everything to gain control. On- 
ly as we unite and pray shall we de- 
feat the enemies of the church. We 
need to do as Ezra, when he called 
the children of Israel together, as de- 
scribed in Ezra 8:21-23. 

The children of Israel were in a 
strange land, but their hearts were 
set on going to their own land. They 
had the right to go, but they knew the 
perils that lay along the way. There 
was only one real source of help to 
them—they would have to rely on 
God.

IS THIS YOUR OPPORTUNITY? 


By Darrell Lindsay, Overseer of 
Central Canada 


For some time I have thought of 
writing to the Evangel family about 
a field which I feel is a marvelous 
field of opportunity for the expansion 
of the Church of God. The province 
of Ontario, here in Canada, has a 
population of over four million 
people. It is a province of fine cities 
and towns connected by every modern 
means of transportation. Good high- 
ways, good train and bus communica- 
tions make traveling conditions ideal. 

There are many countries that have 
now closed the door to the gospel, and 
in many others the conditions are 
so hazardous that all who carry the 
gospel to those fields do so at great 
personal risk. I do not minimize the 
need for interest in such fields, but 
feel that we may be letting a golden 
opportunity right at our door slip by. 
Here there is no need of special prepa- 
ration as far as language or custom 
is concerned. 

In the city of Toronto, the capital 
of this province, the population is, I 
believe, around eight hundred thou- 
sand, yet we do not have a church. 
The city of Hamilton, one of the great 
industrial centers of Canada, with a 
population of around two hundred 
thousand, does not have a Church of 
God. At the present time, we have 
only two city churches: one is Wind- 
sor, just across the border from De- 
troit, which we have had for some few 
years, and one in London, which is 
only a few weeks old. Besides this, we 
have two churches in rural districts. 
I am persuaded that once we are able 
to establish a few churches in the 
larger cities, we shall soon be able to 
spread into the near-by communities. 

The support we have received, both 
financially and morally, from the 
general Church through our general 
Headquarters, is deeply appreciated, 
but we have a need that reaches out 
past this. It is a need for consecrated 
workers, who may feel the tug of the 
Spirit to come this way, to come and 
give of their time and talent in this 
field. At the present time all the 
ministers on this field are Canadians. 
Perhaps as you read this you may feel 
impressed that you would like to up- 
lift Christ and help to establish the 
Church of God in this field. 

A sister Pentecostal organization is 
enjoying growth in this field, and has 
recently built some new churches to 
seat anywhere from five hundred to 
two thousand people. It has taken 
much prayer and effort on their part 
to reach this point, but with all this 
growth there is room for the Church 
of God when we realize there are 
thousands yet unsaved. 

The need is great for men to take 
up the task of establishing churches 
or to evangelize. If we let financial 
remuneration influence our decisions 
when it comes to carrying the gospel, 
we are losing a true sense of values. 
The Church of God has become known 
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for the pioneering spirit of its minis- 
ters and people, which has been one 
of the basic reasons for its rapid 
growth. I pray it will be a force that 
will lead some to carry on in the same 
aggressive manner in this field. We 
appreciate the work and sacrifices of 
our present workers, but we need more. 

Our people have been very good in 
the manner in which they have taken 
hold of the general program of the 
Church, once they become acquainted 
with it. As an example, our last camp- 
meeting offering represented a per- 
capita giving of between seven and 
eight dollars per member. We appre- 
ciate our people and ministers, but 
our need is for more workers to get 
into these many places while we have 
an opportunity. 

May God bless you, and will you 
pray for the Church in Ontario that 
it will have growth in line with that 
of the general Church.

right. Esau wept and cried aloud, but 
though he sought it carefully with 
tears, he found no place of repen- 
tance (Heb. 12:16, 17). 

So many Christians who have be- 
come faint, have sold out to the devil. 
How quickly Esau could have fixed 
himself a meal, eaten, and been re- 
freshed, and still had his birthright. 
So it is with many who have sold out. 
If they had only taken time for 
prayer, they could have continued in 
the faith. 

Matt. 26:14, 15, “Then one of the 
twelve, called Judas Iscariot, went 
unto the chief priests, and said unto 
them, What will ye give me, and I will 
deliver him unto you? And they cov- 
enanted with him for thirty pieces of 
silver.” Here we find a disciple who 
has had a part in the life of Jesus, 
ready to make a “sale.” Not only is he 
“selling out” his Christ, but he is 
selling his soul for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver.

23, and it went over well with our 
building filled with people. 

We also put forth an effort to help 
some of the poor and unfortunate peo- 
ple of the community by preparing 
a treat through our Sunday School 
and some gifts in toys for the chil- 
dren of the community. The people 
that attend our services all took part 
in helping to make this possible; they 
brought their gifts and placed them 
under a Christmas tree we had dec- 
orated at the church, and afterward 
a committee made distribution of the 
things brought and gave them to some 
very poor children around in the 
town. All the gifts and Christmas 
stockings were provided by the people 
coming to our services, and over 100 
packages were given away. 

God is blessing our efforts here in 
Nicosia and in Cyprus. We have seen 
the time when we felt discouraged be- 
cause we could not see more immedi- 
ate results, but the mission field is a 
real good place to learn patience, and 
we are trying to learn this much- 
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needed lesson. 

On New Year’s Eve, we observed a 
watch-night service, and there was a 
wonderful spirit throughout the ser- 
vice. A number of the young men who 
had been attending our services for a 
number of months were with us in 
this service. During the service three 
of these young men made their pub- 
lic confession of Christ and testified 
that last year they spent the New 
Year’s Eve am ary 3 cards, but they had 
found a new and better way. The Lord 
really blessed them to the overflow, 
and they wept for joy. 

Remember us in your prayers. We 
have no native workers here in Cyprus 
and we are having to carry the work 
on here and in the other countries, 
too, which means that our time has to 
be divided; therefore, it makes it more 
difficult to make a showing in all the 
places as much as we should like to.

Brother Hopkins testifies: “I was 
saved in 1887, sanctified in July, 1913, 
and baptized with the. Holy Ghost in 
October, 1913. I joined the Church of 
God soon after receiving the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, and was set forth 
as an evangelist. I was ordained April 
29, 1919. I preached around my home 
for awhile, then went to Virginia and 
preached to my relatives. My mother 
was sanctified and filled with the 
Holy Ghost. Then I preached all the 
way to New York City. One of the 


devil’s servants knocked me down 
three times in New York City and 
broke my nose. When I returned to 
Virginia I was appointed district pas- 
tor over the Danville District. After 
some time, I returned to North Caro- 
lina and became district pastor over 
the Hayesville District. I served as 
pastor of several churches in North 
Carolina over a period of several 
years. I stayed in Asheville and Bilt- 
more, N. C., four months while estab- 
lishing a church in Asheville. I prac- 
tically wore out two tents in Canton, 
N. C. I have been happy in teaching 
and preaching the gospel on the 
streets, buses, trains, in homes, tents, 
churches, and everywhere to anybody 
and everybody, any time, and I am 
still on the job. I believe we, as the 
church, started right. If we walk in 
the light in fasting and prayer and 
obedience, the future will be greater 
than the past or present. I am not 
worthy of any honor. I have done so 
little for my Lord, although I have 
been stoned and threatened with 
death, whipped and stoned many 
times in different places. God has 
been good to me despite everything 
through these 64 years I have been 
saved and the 38 years I have been 
preaching.” 

Brother Hopkins was born near 
Critz, Va., November 29, 1872, which 
means he is in his 80th year. He went 
to common school at Irishburg, Va., 
Ridgeway Institute, Ridgeway, Va., 
and Stuart Normal College, Stuart, Va. 
Then in 1900, he attended school at 
Cullowhee, N. C., graduating in 1904. 
He taught school for one year. He was 
married to Miss Ellen Wike Decem- 
ber 21, 1903. They have two children 
and one grandchild. 

So far as I know, Brother Ed Hop- 
kins is the only bewhiskered preacher 
of the Church of God in the United 
States. This not only makes him 
unique, but his humble, quiet nature 
(until he gets happy), clean appear- 
ance, and keen eyes make him a 
person of grace.
